blue label of the organization. Every 1,000 
cigars consumed here but not made here 
means a loss of at least from 515 to S20 to 
the people of Decatur. Hoping you wilj 
give this your careful consideration, we 
once more respectfully and urgently request 
the smokers and dealers to reciprocate and 
give us your support by patronizing home 


industry and to smoke and sell union made 
cigars, i. e., those bearing the blue label of 
the C. M. I. U. of A., the only label foi 
cigars now in use.

There was a ridiculously small audience 


at the Grand last evening, and while tho'e 
present paid the closest attention to the 
,peaker throughout, the task ot (talking to 
empty seats was ev idently an unusual and 
uacongemal one to Dr 
McGlynn, and all 


through the first half of the lecture he was. 
not at all at his ease. It would be obviously 
unfair to judge the abilities jkof a speakei 
with the extended reputation of Dr. Mc- 
Glynn, by an effort under such Cuntoward 
circumstances, and it is only fair to say that 
as he progressed and became wanned up 
with his subject, he greatly improved the 
first impression he made, and gave glimpses 
of the hrey eloquence which has made him 
so distinguished. 


Dr McGlynn is a large man, well propor- 


tioned, makes a splendid appearance, and is 
graceful and easy in his bearing. His voice 
ii sljpullrly pleasing, and is as clear as a 
be\\f? With an audience to inspire him we 
have no doubt he would have fully equalled 
the most sanguine expectations of his hear- 
ers. 


His subject was "How to Abolish Pov- 


erty." His idea briefly stated is that pov- 
erty is not the. scarcity of wealth, but the 
unequal and unjust distribution ofjit. 
Ihe 


resources ot the world, when thrown open, 
are ample to afford all a comfortable sub- 
sistence, and more, but by our present 
laws we have succeeded m allowing the re 
sources of nature, which were given by God 
to all his children, to be monopolized by a 
few. That all are by nature equally en- 
titled to free accetts to the opportunities of 
nature must be admitted. The right to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness implies 
this, because v ithout access to nature, or to 
land, life itself is impossible 
Tne com- 


munity should reassert its right to these 
natural opportunities, and also to that value 
which attaches to land, not through indi- 
vidual effort, but by leason of the growth 
of the community, that value that is known 
in political economy as the ' unearned in 
creasement ' 


Every person is clearly entitled to the re- 


sults ot his own labor, but nothing more 
All the wealth of nature, and all wealth

at Madison, Wis. 


IMPROPER HASTE OF INTERMENTS. 


The City Au!;h»rltle» Cause a Sujiponed 


Victim of Diphtheria To He Burled at 
Once, and 
Sutmequently, When the 


Grave W»» Opened, It Was Found That 
the Fenon Had Been Buried Alive— 
Excitement Over the Awful Affair. 
MADISON, Wis., Dec. 13.—A sad case of 


premature burial has just developed here. 
Abontainofth ago diphtheria appeared in 
the home of a prominent family. A young 
domestic was terribly frightened, and de- 
sired to go to her home in the country, but 
the attending physician would not permit 
this, not fronrfear of spreading disease, but 
to render assistance to the family. A young 
child died of the dread disease, and this, with 
the horror of disease, caused the girl to take 
to her bed and she apparently died in a few 
hours, and was at once buried by the authori- 
ties. 


Had Been Burled Alive. 


A few days ago her parents obtained per- 


mission to remove the body to the country, 
and upon opening the casket they were hor- 
rified to discover that the body was lying 
on its face, the hair wrenched from the head 
and the flesh literally torn from the face 
and hands. There hare been several deaths 
here from diphtheria, and criticism is free|y 
expressed at the hurried manner in which 
the funeral of the victims are had after the 
death. There is much excitement here over 
this horrible affair.

Two Women and a Child Perished. 


DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 13,— A si«scial to 


The News from Hancock, Mich., says: The 
Huron mine office burned Thursday night. 
It was a large building, formerly occupied 
as a store, and the second story was used as 
a boarding house. Most of the boarders 
were on the night shift und were not in the 
building at the time of the fire.
